Cetlox,  an  island  of  the 
East  Indian  Ocean,  Ivinj;  be¬ 
tween  j®  jl'  and  9®  52'  X.  lat.; 
and  between  79°  43'  and  81“ 
5(i'  B.  Ion.  It  is  bounded  on  the 
north  by  the  bay  of  BenKal,  atid 
is  distant,  about  180  miles  from 
cape  Comorin,  the  fionthern 
point  of  the  peninsula  of  India, 
whicli  divides  the  Coromandel 
and  Malabar  coasts.  It  is  a- 
bo'jt  900  miles  in  circumference. 
Tiie  Missionaries,  who  sailed 
from  Newlmrvjxirt,  as  niention- 
edin  our  last,  ()ct,  23,  1815,  af¬ 
ter  a  prosperous  voyage,  land¬ 
ed  at  CoIumlM),  the  capital  of 
this  Island,  March  23,  18 Id, 
when  they  were  very  cordially  j 
received  by  the  English  and  : 
B.iptist  ^lissionaries,  from  j 
whom  they  received  the  most  j 
kind  and  Christian  attention,  j 
Ilis  Excellency  Ilobert  Hrown- 
tiu2,  the  (iovernor  cd'  Ceylon,  j 
ilso  favored  their  designs,  and  i 
expressed  his  willingness  that  1 
they  should  pursue  their  work 
in  any  part  ot  the  island.  'I’hc 
hdlowingis  an  extract  from  his 
letter  to  I)r.  W  orcester,  dated 
King's  house,  ('olumbo,  June 
16,  1HI(>. 

“To  protect  and  encourage,  as 
far  as  lies  in  my  power,  those 
who  devote  themselves  to  the 
propagation  of  Christianitv’,  is 
>0  grateful  a  part  of  iny  iluty,  . 
Ibat  I  cannot  la  •  claim  t«  any  | 


merit  fora  service  to  which  I 
am  prompted  by  my  own  incli¬ 
nation. 

“M’hen  ^!r.  Newell  was  in 
tliis  island,  1  was  a  good  de.vl 
embarrassed  by  the  relative 
state  of  our  countries,  then  un- 
fort  uiiately  at  w  ar.  'Die  Peace 
which  has  ha|)pily  boon  since 
restored,  will,  I  hope,  long  re¬ 
main,  and  remove  every  obstacle 
from  the  way  of  those  who  come 
so  f;H'  to  preach  the  Gospel  of 
Peace. 

“1  have  read  w  ith  much  satis¬ 
faction  the  judicious  instruc¬ 
tions  of  your  Hoard,  wherein 
religious  zeal  is  tempered  with 
sound  discreiion.  It  your  mis¬ 
sionaries  conduct  themselves 
according  to  the  course  that 
is  there  so  distinctly  niurkod 
out,  their  success  will  imt  be 
doubtful. 

‘•They  have  just  received  my 
perniission  to  establish  them¬ 
selves  in  .laflha,  the  nothern 
i’iovlnce  of  (his  Island;  wlieie, 
in  llicir  opitiion,  ll.e  lHire?>t  field 
isopen  for  their  labors;  and  I 
beg  vou  will  R>siire  the  Com¬ 
missioners  td'  my  Rlrong  desire 
to  do  every  thing  to  promote 
their  Christian  v  iews,  in  all  that 
is  consistent  with  the  safety 
and  tranquillitvof  his  Majesty’* 
Colony  of  Ceylon.” 

The  Prudential  Committee  of 
the  Hoard,  in  their  Report  ia 
1817,  allude  to  tliis  letter,  and 
add, 

“Similar  dispositions  tow'arda 
the  missionaries,  and  the  great 
object  of  their  mission,  were,  on 
vaiiwus  eccaslous,  tei^tified  !*▼

other  principal  oflirers  of  the 
•rovernmeiit,  in  the  lourtlian- 
iMial  report  i»t  the  Coluniho 
Auxiliarv  Bible  S(»riety,  inatle 
alter  the  missionaries  liud  been 
several  months  in  the  place, 
distinct  mention  is  made  of 
tliem;  and  the  Report  adds, 
‘They  certainly  appear  to  be 
aien  of  superior  attainments  and 
information,  and  in  every  res¬ 
pect  well  ipialified  for  the  be¬ 
nevolent  ofiice,  which  they  have 
ondertaken.' 

'I'he  Missionaries  remained 
at  roluinbo  about  six  montiis, 
seeking  information,  which 
mijjht  enable  them  to  tletermine 
on  the  best  field  for  tlieir  future 
labors.  In  the  mean  time  t’.iey 
renderecl  important  service  to 
the  stations  occupied  by  Kng- 
lish  Missionaries  at  Coliinibo, 
bv  instruction,  and  preaching 
from  three  to  six  sermoiib  week- 

•y- 

Says  the  same  Report, 

“It  is  giatifving  to  notice 
the  harmony  and  brotherly  af¬ 
fection  which  subsisteil  there  be- 
t«een  missionaries  not  only  of 
rlifterent  nations,  but  also  of 
diflerent  religious  «lenomina- 
tions.  ('ongre«galionalists,  E- 

Iuscopalians,  Methodists,  and 
baptists  were  all  in  mutual  fel¬ 
lowship;  ami  on  the  day  of 
couununinn  at  the  Lord's  table, 
in  the  chapel  of  the  Rev.  Mr. 
('hater,  a  Baptist  missionary 
from  England,  the  infant  child 
of  our  missionary  Mr.  Meigs- 
was  bapti/.ed.*’ 

After  ii'.ature  deliberation  our 
Missionaries,  exceot  Mr.  Bard- 
well,  who  went  to  jiombay,con- 
cluded  to  make  an  atteiujit  to 
settle  at  JalVna,  which  is  also 
culled  JatVnapatam,  a  district  of 
Ceylon,  comprehending  an  ol)- 
Jong  peninsula  on  the  noriheru 


extremity  of  the  i:<laiul ;  vei^ 
fertile  and  populous.  Mr.  War- 
ren  visited  this  tlistrict  on  tU 
1  lflM»f  July,  1  «1G,  and  began  to 
make  preparation  for  settle¬ 
ment.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  I‘oor  ar¬ 
rived,  Sept.  i!();  Messrs.  Uich- 
anls  and  Meigs  w  ith  their  wives 
Oct.  1. 

'I'lsey  soon  decided  tliat 
Messrs.  Richards  and  Mei.i 
should  attempt  ati  esta’uliNi- 
ment  at  Messrs. 

Warren  and  I’oor  at  TilUfinU^^ 
both  in  the  province  of  Jatfn,). 
'I’hey  were  ]>er:nitfed  tooccurr 
the  glebes  a  nl  Imildingsbeloii  r. 
ing  the  govern  meat.  Tire  church¬ 
es  and  mansion  houses  were 
built  by  the  Portuguese,  in  the 
Kith  century,  chietly  of  coral 
stone.  After  making  tlie  ne¬ 
cessary  repairs,  tliey  considered 
themselves  settled  Vor  life,  and 
commenced  their  labors  of  love. 
’Fheir  first  object  was  the  es¬ 
tablishment  of  schools,  in  which 
they  were  very  successful ;  the 
studies  of  the  Tamul  language, 
and  occasionally  preaclnng  hv 
interpreters.  But  it  pleased  the 
liord  to  cloud  their  Mattering 
pr«»spects  by  the  sickness  ol 
yiessrs.  M'arrcn  and  BicliapU, 
tlie  onlv  two  acquainted  with 
the  medical  art.  On  the  loth 
of  August,  1817,  Mr.  Warren 
ha<l  an  attack  ot  bleerling  attlie 
lungs,  and  on  the  fitlr  ofOctoher, 
he  left  JalVna  for  Columhotoa- 
void  tlie  rainy  monsoon.  Thence 
he,  witi)  Mr.  Richards,  proceed¬ 
ed  to  the  Cape  of  (iood  Ho|  e, 
whore  he  resteil  from  his  labors, 
August  11,  1818,  aged  32,  he- 
l(»ved  by  all  who  knew  Itis  worth, 
ami  particularly  endeared  to 
the  writer  as  a*  beloved  pupil. 
After  Mr.  Warren's  death,  Sir. 
Richards  remained  about  three 
months  at  tho  Cape,  hoj’iug  t# 
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his  health,  but  despairing 
*Ml.is,  he  eiiibaiked  uitli  the 
.xpectatiun  that  lie  might  live 
to  return  tti  Juttnu,  and  die  in 
j  t!ie  iiiid^f  «>!'  liis  friends,  .''nun, 
1  h"«ever,  his  health  began  tu  re- 
c.nor,  and  he  resinned  his  la¬ 
in  ^rs. 

Oil  the  8th  of  June,  1819, 
Rev.  Messrs.  Levi  Spauliling, 
Miron  M  insluw,  !!eni  v  W  <>o(l- 
ward,  and  Dr.  John  .'^cudder, 
«ith  their  wives,  sailed  IVoni 
lijstan,  destined,  to  join  the 
bretliren  at  t.'e  vlon,  aiui  after  a 
juosperous  passa  'e,  d'lrinjr 
idiiih  their  faithful  labors  and 
pravers  were  signall  v  blessed  to 
t!ie  hopelul  coii\ er»iun  of  a  large 
put  of  tlie  ship's  crew,  thev 
Lii.led  at  I'aleetta  about  the 
niitldle  of  Orto'ncr,  .".nd  soon 
joined  the  mission  at  Jutlha. 
Tlie  Hoard  I’.aving  made  .  *•- 
raiigeiiients  to  provide  a  prit 
iii]^  press  and  founts  of  Kngi 
and  Tainul  types,  for  tlie  sta¬ 
tions  at  Ceylon,  Mr.  James 
Garret,  printer,  embarked  .Vj'i  il 
6,  18:2(1,  and  ai rived  at  Jatlha 
in  the  early  part  id'  August  of 
the  same  year,  but  was  ordered 
bv  the  I.ii ut. Covernor  to  leave 
the  Island  within  three  months 
from  the  date  of  the  decree. 
Having  an  accession  to  tlieir 
numbers,  they  eetablislied  a  new 
station  at  Ooduoiille,  wliich  was 
to  be  occupied  liy  M  essrs.  \\  i  ns- 
lovv  and  Spaulding;  and  one  at 
VaudiferijH),  by  Dr.  .'^cudder ; 
Mr.  Woodward  joined  ?.(r.  I'oor 
at  'rillipilly.  'I’lie  operations 
at  these  stations  have  been 
greatly  embarrassed  for  want  of 
funds,  and  otlen  interrupted  by 
the  .sickness  of  tlie  missionaries; 
vct,vve  have  the  following,  jdeas- 
i.ig  intelligence  in  the  last  re¬ 
pot  t  ul  tlic  Prudential  Commit¬ 
tee. 


“Publick  worship  is  regular¬ 
ly  attended  on  the  Sabhalli,  at 
all  the  stations.  The  mission 
families,  domestics,  school  boys, 
anti  other  natives  attend.  'I'lie 
vvlitde  number  at  'I'illipally  va¬ 
ries  from  ilOtJ  to  400,  the  usual 
number  being  about  SOt);  thu 
greater  part  of  whom  arc  cliil- 
dren.  Prayers  are  otlered  iu 
tlie  clmrch,  accompanied  by  th« 
reading  of  the  Scriptures,  mor¬ 
ning  uiid  evening  through  tint 
week.  The  hoys  at  tlie  stutiun, 
and  some  ttther  natives,  are  pres¬ 
ent  at  tlies^  seasons.  During 
several  months  that  Dr.  Scud- 
d*T  arnl  Mr.  .Spaulding  resided 
at  'I'lllipaliy,  they  frequently 
made  known  the  great  truths  ol 
the  (iospel  in  the  neighborin;^ 
village.s,  wherever  i  ccess  coulil 
he  gained  to  the  pcitple,  in  the 
house,  hv  the  way,  oriii  the  field. 
Ami  since  they  have  removed 
toother  stations,  Mr,  Wood- 
warti  follows  the  same  course. 
At  first  they  wore  oliliged  tu 
preach  by  an  interpreter;  but 
their  assiduous  attention  to  the 
language  so  far  coinpiered  it, 
tliat  two  of  the  newly  arrived 
missionaries,  Messrs.  Winslow 
and  Wootivvaiil,  preache*!  in 
Tumul  early  in  November,  only 
eigiit  months  after  they  became 
settled  on  mission  ground. 

“When  Dr  .'scudtler  ai  rived, 
Mr  Poor  had  ninu  ctmiuioii 
schools  under  his  superinten¬ 
dence.  Dfthese,  tvvoliave  been 
ti  ansferi  ed  to  tlie  cat  e  of  the 
station  at  <  lodttoville,  one  t# 
the  superiii^e.ideiK  e  of  Dr. 
Studde.%  ami  one  had  been  sus- 
lieiided,  on  ucconnt  of  the  sick- 
iie.'s  of  (lie  schoolmaster.  Four 
new  scliools  have  since  been  es¬ 
tablished  in  v  illages  near  Til- 
lipallv,  leaving  nine  under  Mr. 
Poor's  care  still.  In  these  sine 
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school  the  names  of  426  Imys 
are  enrolled  as  pupils,  ofNvhoin 
two  thirds,  or  three  fourths  are 
actually’  in  school  from  day  to 
day. 

“The  number  of  children  in 
the  l)ourdinj;;scho«ds  at  Hatticot- 
ta,  Oodooville,  and  Fanditeri- 
po,  ihc  Cominittoe  arc  not  able 
to  state.  At  the  former  place 
tliere  were  more  than  twenty  at 
the  beginnin”;  of  last  year,  and 
tlic  number  has  since  been  in¬ 
creased.  It  is  probable,  that 
Hot  far  from  a  hundred  youtlis 
of  iM)th  sexes  ware  in  the  luls- 
aion  families  of  the  four  sta¬ 
tions,  at  the  close  of  1821)  ;aml 
that  the  common  scliools,  under 
the  superintendence  of  the  mis- 
kiunarics,  contained  more  than 
a  thousand  pupils. 

“In  looking  forward  to  the 
probable  eftects  of  this  course 
of  labor  w  ith  the  rising!;  genera¬ 
tion,  the  Board  will  bear  in 
mind  tl>e  following  considera¬ 
tions  ;  viz.  that  nearly  ail  the 
children,  at  Tillipally  and  its 
neighborhood,  wlm  are  taugl>t 
to  read,  belong  to  the  schools  of 
the  mission  ;  that  of  course  the 
missionaries  constantly  appear 
in  the  character  of  benefart<»rs 
to  all  the  children,  who  will  be 
likely  to  exert  an  influence 
wliQii  grown  to  manhood  ;  that 
the  organization  and  superin- 
teiulQiicc  of  schools  are  the 
most  successful  means  of  procu¬ 
ring  a  regular  audience,  on  the 
8!aljbath,  to  attend  the  preacli- 
ing  of  the  (lospel ;  tl»at  the  a- 
dult  population  can  be  ap¬ 
proached  in  n(»  otlier  way  so 
Itenifu  ially,  as  through  the  me¬ 
dium  of  thttir  children  ;  and 
that  a  patient,  laborimis,  con¬ 
stant  attention  to  the  educa¬ 
tion  of  children,  without  ex 
pecting  or  desiring  any  rew  ai  d 


I  but  their  good  conduct,  afffirt?i 
evidence  of  disinteivsieilnew, 
and  an  eametit  desire  to  do 
g(M»d,  which  neither  the  pu|.il>, 
nor  their  parents,  noranv  mhor 
class  of  persons,  can  refuse  fc 
acknowledge.’’

]\Tr.  !ra  rar‘on8of  I’lM-rn  ld 
vored  u»  with  the  following  iNUidi 
ofn  letter  from  hi‘  broiler,  Ht-v.  Le¬ 
vi  I’an-on*,  Mi-sionsry  to  Jeimalfin 
dated  S>ra,  Jul>  18,  1821.  'I  he  h 
ter  was  sent  to  Itev,  T.  Fiiik,  it 
f-'inyriia,  and  t)y  liini  forwarded  on 
the  2d  ol  Octohtr.  At  lhis(latf,Mr. 
Fiflc  stales,  the  last  iiilelligeiice,  rt 
cti\ed  from  Mr.  I'arsoiis,  was  diiled 
August  8U.  lie  was  then  well  ao'i 
happy. 

“I  have  but  little  hone  of  tie 
safe  conveyance  of  this  letter 
and  for  this  reason  shall  wide 
;  l)ut  a  few  words.  In  coiiv 
quence  of  the  terrible  war,  which 
is  now  raging  with  more  tlan 
savage  cruelty,  all  rogtilar  con 
veyances  for  letters  are  inter 
rupted.  To  give  you  some  tie 
scription  of  the  state  of  this  conn 
try  I  V.  ill  insert  a  few  sentence* 
from  a  letter,  >cfiirh  i  yesteniay 
received  from  the  English  Con 
sul,  at  ^'myrna. 

‘The  poor  Greeks  are  killed 
w  itl)  as  much  cold  blood  as  boys 
kill  rats  or  spiders.  Such  is  the 
horrid  war,  wliirli  tlie  Greeks 
I’.ave  commenced.  God  only 
know  s  w  here  it  w  ill  etni.  I  am 
of  opinion  bad  enongh  for  tlic 
Greeks,  however  1  may  pity 
them,  seeingthem  hunted  down 
and  shot  beloie  iiiv  Hag.  Tl 
bay,  (Smyrna  (Julpb,)  is  covered 
with  tented  boats  full  of  Greeks, 
as  the  only  refuge  from  the 
bloody  knife,  or  leaden  bulls) 
of  the  Turk.s.’ 
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Letter  from  H.  Bnellf  Deaf  and  Dumb. 


“The  Inland  wh^re  I  reftidfe 
i«  neutral,  under  the  protection 
of  the  French.  I  think,  there 
is  no  particular  dan^r  in  this 
jsUce.  The  future  is  <l  irk  to 
inan,  but  iioon-daj  to  God. 

“1  find  no  reason  for  discour- 
!  urcment;  fora  short  time  we 
{  may  ho  kept  from  Jeruealeiii, 
}  bat  it  will  not  be  long  liofore  we, 
i  or  other  Missionaries  will  en¬ 
ter  that  sacred  city  with  shout- 
i  in*^  ofirreat  joy.  My  Brother, 
1  it^sgoodto  be  here,  (iod  is 
pvin^  the  nations  Lloml  to 
drink,  hut  the  Church  is  his  pe¬ 
culiar  rare.  Not  a  tear  falls 
irithont  his  fatherly  attention. 

“1  must  mention  one  ilistress- 
injfart.  The  Filgnnis  left  Je- 
risalem  when  I  did.  We  sail¬ 
ed  from  JaHa  about  tlie  same 
true,  in  several  vessels.  One 
lo^sel  stopped  at  Rhmles  with¬ 
out  knowing  of  the  war.  The 
Turks  came  on  hoard,  and  cut 
oTtlie  heads  of  60  or  ro  at  one 
time.  It  affected  me  the  moi  e, 
at  i  had  taken  a  very  tender  in¬ 
terest  in  their  welfare.  But 
they  sleep  in  death,  reserverl  to 
the  final  retribution,  when  both 
Turks  and  Greeksare  to  render 
flieir  account  to  tlie  Judge  of  all 
the  earth.”

publication.  The  extrret*  arc  copi¬ 
ed  without  (he  addition  or  alteration 
of  a  letter  or  a  point.  It  is  written 
in  a  fair,  legible  hand,  it  is  due  to 
the  young  man  to  saj ,  th.lt  ahbo  it  is 
about  three  ye.'ir*  since  he  was  .kI- 
niitled  to  the  Asytuiii,  ft>r  want  of 
fund*  he  has  been  obliged  to  be  ab¬ 
sent,  nearly  a  year  in  the  tune.  He 
is  the  only  child  of  hi*  mother,  she  m 
an  indigent  widow,  and  has  Ihu*  far 
supported  him  hv  soliciting  contribu¬ 
tion*  froin  the  friends  of  hunianity. 
If  this  specimen  of  hi*  improvement 
should  induce  any  one,  on  whom  slie 
may  call,  to  a*si«t  her  to  complete 
his  education,  we  shall  feel  richly 
rewarded  for  in-erting  the  extract* 
in  the  Monitor. 

“-Vy  respectful  friend 

1  have  known  you  were  well 
acf|uaititeil  with  iny  father,  vvlio 
was  a  goldsniitli  with  you — I 
thank  you  for  your  kindness  to 
hint.  God  is  my  creator,  and 
God  is  iny  preserver  day  and 
night,  and  1  thank  Goif,  who 
blesses  me  for  my  good  health. 
1  legiilarly  p:ay  to  flod  morn¬ 
ing  and  cvenin<;.  I  had  not 
known  about  Jesus  Christ,  and  I 
had  not  believed  Christ  was  the 
son  of  Gotl  before  1  went  to  the 
Asylum ;  1  was  very  pleased 
with  my  instructor,  who  taught 
me  much  understanding  of  re- 
linioii,  I  believe  the  truth  of 
Christ  is  the  son  of  God. — 
(iod  is  a  being,  and  a  spirit, 
lie  is  the  creator  of  the  world 
lie  is  the  preserver  of  all  the 
beings.  He  is  very  good.  Tie  i« 
immeasurable,  infinite,  omii.^yu- 
tent,  omnipresent,  omniscient, 
in  visible, merciful,  just  and  good, 
1  believed  Christ  had  healed  ail 
the  blind  to  eye,  and  the  lame 
to  walk,  and  the  sick  to  be  very 
well  and  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  t« 
speak  and  hear  with  ])raise.  I 
pity  many  Deaf  and  i)iimb  have 
not  learnetl  about  God  and 
Christ  in  the  world,  and  the, 
Asia,  and  Africa  heathen  of  the 
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n)le  havp  not  learne<l,  about 
and  l.’lirist,  buttlie  Amer¬

RK.VIVAI.S  Of  KELIOION, 

Dy  a  gentleman  lately  from 
Connecticut  we  learn,  that  a  re¬ 
vival  commenced  about  nine 
months  since  in  Southbury,  and 
on  the  last  of  October,  18  had 
been  added  to  the  church,  ami 
about  30  were  awakened  to  a 
concern  for  their  souls. 

In  Plymouth,  a  revival  com¬ 
menced  during  the  past  winter, 
which  has  given  an  accession  to 
the  church  of  about  90  members, 
who  still  persevere  in  the  ways 
•f  holiness. 

Within  a  year,  114  have  been 
added  to  the  church  in  lliistol, 
under  the  care  of  Rev.  Mr.T one. 

As  fruits  of  the  revival,  which 
•ommenced  last  winter,  about 
•00  have  been  admitted  to  the 
church  in  Farmington  under 
the  care  of  Rev.Mr.  Porter. 

Within  abiiut  nine  months, 
about  90  have  become  the  hope¬ 
ful  subjects  of  renewing  grace 
in  West  Hartford,  50  of  wliom 
have  united  with  the  chnrcli  un¬ 
der  the  care  of  Rev.  Dr.  Perkins. 

In  the  early  part  of  October, 
a  revival  commenced  in  Litch¬ 
field,  and  on  the  l!2tli  of  N(*v.

The  ample  supply  of  clothing 
forw.inled  for  the  Indian  mis- 
viuns  gives  a  cheering  proof, 
tliatour  missionaries  will  not  be 
erii'.itted  to  call,  in  vain,  for 
elp ;  yet  it  is  to  be  feared, 
many  will  now  rest  satisfied, 
that  thev  have  ludhiiv"  more  to 
(Inin  this  labor  of  love,  at  least, 
fiic  the  present.  Hut,  let  not 
this  conclusion  be  drawn,  while 
nearly  all  the  Indians  in  the  Ig¬ 
nited  States,  umouiitingto  about 
<rHt,000,  are  roaming  the  forests, 
ignorant  of  God  and  tlie  way  of 
salvation.  In  sliort,  while  Sijc 
Ilitndred  Millhm  of  heathen 
remain  to  be  enliglitened,  and 
brought  to  a  saving  ac(|uaint- 
aiice  with  the  truth.  TVho,  that 
has  the  feelings  of  a  cliristian, 
ran  take  this  view  of  the  sub¬ 
ject,  and  say,  nothing  remains 
to  be  done?  Whr  have  the 
Board  informed  us  that  they 
have  a  supply  of  clothing  for  the 
Indian  stations  r  Not  because 
there  are  no  more  Indians  to  be 
instructed  and  clothed  ;  but,  be- 
fimse.  Uieia-  pecuniary  coucei  us 


will  not  warrant  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  new  stations,  nor  tha 
enlargement  of  those  already 
established.  Let  tliein  have 
funds  e(|ual  to  their  benevolent 
wishes,  and  ten  times  the  amount 
of  clothing,  &.C.  already  furnish¬ 
ed,  wouM  not  be  a  supply.  If 
we  bmk  nearer  home,  much  re¬ 
mains  to  be  done.  In  Vermont 
more  than  half  the  churrhe^j  are 
destitute  of  pastors,  and  nearly 
all  for  want  of  ability  to  support 
them.  Of  those,  which  are  de¬ 
nominated  congregational,  be¬ 
tween  OO  and  100  are  tltus  des¬ 
titute,  who  are  calling  loudly 
for  help.  Concerning  those  of 
other  denominations,  we  have 
not  the  means  of  milking  an  es¬ 
timate.  In  view  of  these  press¬ 
ing  calls  up<»n  the  benevolent, 
the  difliculty  of  collectingraon- 
ey  to  answer  them,  the  readi¬ 
ness  with  which  the  friends  of 
missions  have  engaged  in  culti¬ 
vating  Charitable  Fii^lds  and 
furnishing  boxes  of  clothing  and 
other  articles,  we  take  the  lib¬ 
erty  to  recommend  that  socie- 
,  ties  be  formed  for  this  benevo- 
I  lent  purpose,  and  that  a  place 
I  of  deposit  be  provided,  in  every 
1  county,  or  each  considerable 
town  in  every  state,  which  sliall 
be  a  kind  of  ^Misniuuary  Store, 
w  here,sucli  agricultural  produce 
and  articles  of  manufacture,  as 
the  husbandman  or  various  me¬ 
chanics  and  tradesmen  may  be 
disposed  to  forward,  may  be  re¬ 
ceived,  and  sidd  for  casli,  or 
transmitted  to  the  Bouad,  or  oth¬ 
erwise  directed  according  to  th« 
w  ish  of  the  Donors.  We  do  not 
claim  originality  in  this  propo¬ 
sal.  We  aie  happy  to  say,  this 
measure  is  pursued,  in  many 
places,and  the  result  has  exceed¬ 
ed  the  most  sanguine  expecta- 
tious  of  its  promoters.
